The Crown .Solicitor said he was willing 
to waive n preliminary examination on tho 
part of the Crown. 

Mr. Crease observed that a special coin- 
mission would have to bo issued for the 
trial of tho accused and he hoped no delay 
would he allowed to occur. 

Mr. Pemberton thought that the inquiry 
should he proceeded with. 

The Crown Solicitor said he did not in- 
tend to proceed to trial immediately, — nol 
until he was fully prepared with evidence 
and documents. 

Mr. l'emliertou said lie did not understand 
the application. He advised an investiga- 
tion beforo committal. 

Mr. Crosby explained the province of the 
magisterial functions, and showed thai 
there could he no objections by either party 
to a committal. The application was to 
commit the accused, as it would save time 
and prevent the unnecessary prolongation 
of the defendant's imprisonment. 

Mr. Crease said bia client was of course 
desirous of a speedy trial, and hoing again 
placed at the bead of his family, who had 
been deprived Of every means of support 

and would bo in a state of absoluto destitu- 
tion. 

Mr; Brow said that one reason for pro- 
ceeding with the examination was that no 
witnesses could bo produced on tho trial, bui 
such as were examined before tho magis- 
trates.

Franchise Bill. The Assembly is acting 
judiciously in not forcing it hastily through. 
Ample time must be allowed for the coun- 
try to express its opinion of the measure. 
The mixed suffrage certainly requires mod- 
ification by putting freeholders in town or 
country on the same footing as to tin; value 
of the property necessary to qualify an 
elector. The better mode in n property 
qualification is to own property of annu- 
al value. If this rule is adopted, town 
lots or wild lands will he improved ; men 
will be prohibited from buying wild land 
merely to have a vote, — the country deriv- 
ing no benefit but the monay paid for it. 
Small districts should be avoided. Nanai- 
mo ought to be either enfranchised or dis- 
franchised ; as it is, it is a perfect disgrace. 
"When England is convulsed from centre to 
circumference in order to reform the abuses 
of a thousand years, it is hoped that our 
Legislature will not attempt to perpetuate

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Tho House met on Wednesday at J past 
6 o'clock. The Speaker presiding. 
Franchise Bill. 

Tho House went into committee on the 
Franchise Hill, Mr. Skinner in the chair. 

The Speaker moved an amendment to 
clause 7, excluding drunken persons and 
those who could neither read nor write, 
from voting. 

Mr. Skinner opposed the amendment, as 
there were many very sensible men wdio 
labored under these disqualifications; Ho 
could mention several of this class of men 
wdio were the owners of property, and in 
every respect qualified to vote, being clear- 
headed and intelligent men. 

The Speaker. — They cannot be very 
clear-headed, or they would learn to read. 

Mr. Skinner. — Some of them are learn- 
ing. 

The Speaker. — Then they will be quali- 
fied to vote by the time the election comes 
on. 

Mr. Skinner, — A man may be a sensiblo 
and intelligent man, and yet not be able to 
read or write. Thero were many persons 
in England of that class. 

Mr. Yates would vote against the amend- 
ment. Thero were many sensible men, 
who held property, and were entitled to 
vote. 

The amendment not being seconded was 
lost. 

An amendment excluding Indians, aliens 
and lunatics, was adopted. 

A long discussion ensued as to the mode 
of revising the list of voters, on an amend- 
ment introduced by the Speaker, adopting 
the English practice of appointing a Re- 
vising Barrister, and paving hint a fixed 
sum instead of fees by tiic hour. 

Liquor Licenses. 

The Speaker drew the attention of the 
House to the state of the law respecting 
liquor licences. lie thought the best way- 
would bo to bring in a small bill to extend 
the licences for another year. 

Mr. Skinner remarked that the courso 
at present adopted was driving people away 
from the country who would willingly tako 
quarterly licenses if permitted. 

After sonic further conversation it was 
agreed that a bill should be brought in to 
equitably adjust the matter. 

Tho House then adjourned until Friday 
evening at 5 o'clock. 

Considerate. — The House of Assembly 
has decided to extend the franchise to per- 
sons who cannot read or write. In this 
age it is almost criminal for a man to bo 
unable to read.

THEEE DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 



By the arrival of the Panama \vc have 
three days later news from Europe. "We 
are indebted to the San Francisco Herald 
for a summary of the news. 

London, April 30. — The funds haw ex- 
perienced another heavy decline ; a general 
panic prevails on the London Exchange. 
Consols have declined 2 3-S since the sail- 
ing of the Anglo Saxon Consols for money 
sold for 89 7-8. 

The Bank of England has advanced the 
rate of discount to .Sj per cent. 

Actual hostilities have notyot commenced 
And no declaration of war has boon made, 
but tho movements of the different armies 
in Italy show that actual war can no longer 
he prevented, and the announcement of the 
■commencement of hostilities is moinenta- 
arily expected. 

Decidedly hostile movements arc being 
made on every hand. 

The Austrian 8 have taken the initiative, 
by crossing the Ticino river into Sardindn 
territory with 120,000 men, and the French 
troops are pourieg iato Piedmont by land 
and sea. 

No actual engagements had taken place 
jit last advices, but the French troops were 
pouring into Piedmont by railway and by 
forced marches. It is announced that Tus- 
cany had formed an alliance with France 
and Sardinia, and had joined her forces 
with those of the latter powers. 

The announcement of the treaty and the 
publication of its provisions in tho Times, 
•caused a great panic on the London Ex- 
change, and consuls went down atone time 
as low as 88, but subsequently rallied and 
closed at 89}. 

All descriptions of stock are greatly de- 
pressed, and as many as forty failures and 
suspensions have occurred among the stock 
operators. 

It is believed that hostilities cannot be 
avoided, although the announcement of the 
Russo-Frcnch alliance occasioned rumors 
that Austria was willing to reconsider the 
proposals of England for a pacific settlement 
of affairs. 

The reports stated that tho troops crossed 
the Ticino in three different corps, and took 
tho road to Novum, after blowing up Buf- 
folora bridge, over which they had passed. 

England had also proffered her media- 
tion to France, and the Emperor lias takan 
the matter into consideration. 

The London Times regards die alliance 
between France and Ilussia as a menace to 
England, from the fact that Russia guaran- 
tees to France the services of the Russian 
fleet in the Mediterranean and the Baltic. 

The King of Sardinia has issued a very 
spirited proclamation to the army, in which 
he says that ho regards the Austrian ulti- 
matum as an insult to Piedmont, and he 
rejects it with disdain. 

The French troops are landing at Genoa 
in large n umbers, and are received with 
the greatest enthusiasm by the people. 

Warlike preparations arc; going forward 
with the greatest Activity at Woolwich, and 
at other naval stations in England. 

The British Government have chartered 
the Cunard screw steamship Etna and a 
number of other large steamships, for 
transportation of troops and munitions of 
war to the Mediterranean. 

It is reported that the British Govern- 
ment intend soon to issue a proclamation 
for the enrollment of 20,000 additional men 
into the naval service. 

The Lloyds, and other leading under- 
writers generally, demand war premiums 
on all risks taken by them. 

It was expected that by the .'10th there 
would lie at least 80,000 French troops in 
Italy. 

A dispatch by telegraph from London, 
April 30, states' that the Austrian troops 
had not crossed the Ticino : that they had 
received orders to that effect from Vienna, 
but that those orders were subsqcuently 
countermanded. 

A dispatch to the Associated Press, 
however, states that the advanced posts of 
the Austrian army had crossed the Ticino, 
and that the main army in Lonibardy 
would do so on the 20th. 

The Austrian official journal contains a 
manifesto of the Government, explaining 
the necessity of war with Sardinia, and de- 
nying the existence of a secret treaty be- 
tween Russia and France. 

This manifesto is considered tantamount 
to a declaration of war against Sardinia. 

In the contusion of Lord Derby's speech 
he repudiates the idea that he had any wish 
to side with either of the opposing nations 



in the quarrel, and he strongly advocated a 
strict armed neutrality for Great Britain. 

Paris, Saturduy, April 30th.— The report 
that the Austrian troop3 had crossed the 
Ticino is fullv conDrnied by official intelli- 
gence received hero this morning, 

Tho War Office had also received a dis- 
patch announcing that hostilities hud com- 
menced. 

Revolt of tho Tuscan Army. 

Paris, April 30th. — The Tuscan army 
have called on the Grand Duke to declare 
war against Austria, and join France and 
Piedmont in freeing Italy from the Austrian 
yol«. 

The Grand Duke refused the demand of 
the army, and fled. The army then de- 
clared a military dictatorship. 

It is reported, upon what appears to be 
on good authority, that France has con- 
cluded an offensive and defensive treaty 
with Denmark.
